Potts, engineer, says that a rail¬ 
road man always must expect the 
unexpected. If he’s looking for a 
landslide, he is sure to pitch through 
a broken culvert; and if he expects 
an open switch or a loose rail, the 
side-bar of his engine may snap and 
thresh the cab into scrap iron and 
kindling wood.
